f ami lyr bibl es  and  records  from  County  Courts  in  St.  Mary'b, 
Charles,  and  Prince  George's  Counties,  Maryland,  and  from 
data  found  in  the  Hall  of  Records  at  Annapolis,  The  Maryland 
Historical  Society'at  Baltimore  and  The  Congressional  Library 
at  Washington ,  D.C.  etc.,  and  are  therefore  authentic.  I  have 
unfortunately,  however,  not  always  noted  the  source  of  the 
individual  da  es  and  facts,  but  that  feature  of  the  work  having 
been  neglected  for  so  many  years,  it  is  impossible  now  to  rectify 
it.

DEATH  OF  COL.  FORBES 

The  death  of  Col.  George  Forbes  of  Prince  Seorge's  County 
occured  yesterday  afternoon  at  Barnum's  Hotel.  The  deceased  was 
eighty-four  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Col.  Forbes  wa3 
well  known  in  Southern  Maryland  as  a  g  ? 0 1 1  e m a n  of  s  ot  less  reputation 
and  rare  social  qualities,  and  wa3  beloved  by  a  wide  circle  of 
friends.  He  was  decended  from  one  of  the  oldest  and  :no3t  respect¬ 
ed  families  in  Southern  Maryland,  his  grandfather  having  represent¬ 
ed  the  o  late  in  the  Continental  Congress.  The  deceased  leaves  a 
family  consisting  of  a  widow  and  two  30 ns.  The  remains  will  be 
interred  to-morrow  afternoon  at  Woodville  at  Three  o'clock. 


OBITUARY.  Colonel  George  Forbes,  ah  old  Marylander,  went  out  with 
the  tide  yesterday  in  the  eighty  fourth  year  of  his  age.  His 
grandfather  was  a  representative  t>ie  Continental  Congress  from 
this  State,  and  the  family  is  well  known  in  public  life  and  has 
been  for  years.  Colonel  Forbes  resided  at  Barnun's  Hotel  since 
November.  Previously  he  wa3  a  citizen  of  Charles  and  Calvert 
County,  where  his  family  yet  reside.

He  owned  his  own  vessels  and  his  firm  was  the  largest  and 
wealthiest  in  the  town  or  the  District  of  Columbia.  He  was  ^reatly 
esteemed  and  respected  being  from  the  beginning  the  F resident  of 
the  Bank  of  the  Old  Dominion  and  the  Alexandria  Canal  Co.,  and 
for  many  years  a  vestryman  of  St.  Paul's  Church.  He  was 
instrumental  in  establishing  the  town  water  works.

William  Holmes  f’owle,  who  was  born  October  19,  1308,  was  a 

sprightly,  promising  and  intelligent  boy.  At  the  age  of  ten  years 
he  was  sent  to  school  at  Jamaica  x  lains,  where  two  years  later  he 
saved  the  life  from  drowning  of  ,Jharlie  Ross  of  Boston,  for  which 
act  of  bravery  he  was  awarded  a  gold  medal  by  the  Humane  Society 
of  Boston,  which  medal  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  heirs  of 
his  eldest  son  William  H.  Aowle.  He  entered  Harvard  at  the  early 
age  of  14  and  graduated  when  only  18,  class  of  1866.  After  his 
graduation,  hi3  health  not  being  strong,  he  went  to  the  West  Indies 
as  super -cargo  in  one  of  his  father's  ships,  in  which  duty  he 
acquitted  himself  30  creditably  that  at  an  early  age  he  became  his 
Father's  partner.  He  soon  gave  indications  of  narked  ability  in 
the  line  of  life  he  had  cho3en  and  rapidly  rose  in  the  estimation 
of*  DUb  l  n  e  3  3  circles  at  home  and  abroad.  His  quick  comprehensive 
mind  was  not  confined  to  hi3  legitimate  life's  work.  In  early 
manhood  his  sprit  of  enterprise  was  in  sympathy  with  all  that 
affected  the  moral,  social  and  material  interests  o  "  City  of 
Alexandria.  He  held  many  offices  within  the  gift  of  the  people. 

He  was  a  man  of  many  virtues  and  of  boundless  charity.  As  a 
public  speaker  and  private  talker  he  wa3  remarkable,  giving  his 
views  wieght  in  terse  and  forcible  utterance.  He  wao  a  devoted 
member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  took  an  active  part  a  3  a  member  of 
the  congregation  and  Vestry  and  as  Warden  of  3t.  Paul's  and  often 
represented  them  in  the  Diocesan  Council.  In  his  home  circle  he 
was  a  model,  a  loyal  devoted  husband,  a  watchful  tender  lovin.7 
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father.  His  v/ell  bred,  knightly  bearing,  graceful  figure,  clean 
cut,  handsome  intelligent  face  attracted  attention  whereever  he 
went.  His  life  was  of  earnest  purpose  and  unsullied  honor,  and 
he  was  well  known  as  one  of  the  gifted  and  patriotic  s on3  of  his 
revered  mother,  Virginia.  As  an  evidence  of  his  public  spirit 
we  mention  here  that  he  introduced  at  his  own  espense  both  water 
and  gac  into  Alexandria,  selling  these  improvements  to  the  City 
at  the  exact  cost  to  himself,  just  only  holding  them  until  the 
Common  Council  (of  which  body  he  was  many  years  an  influential 
member)  considered  it  prudent  to  make  so  large  an  investment. 

He  wa3  a  large  stockholder  and  Director  in  the  Manassas  Gap  and 
Orange  and  Alexandria  Railroad,  owned  the  local  Railroad  between 
Washington  City  and  Alexandria,  and  was  Cor  many  years  President 
of  the  Cumberland  Coal  and  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Oomnanies. 

He  retired  from  business  at  the  age  of  55  but  feeling  the 
necessity  for  occupation  opened  the  Banking  House  of  Fowle, 
Snowden  So  Co.,  where  he  was  engaged  until  the  breaking  out  of  the 
war  when  he  became  Commissary  of  Gen.  Beauregard's  Staff  and 
followed  the  fortunes  of  the  Confederacy  until  its  struglles  were 
over.  Broken  in  health  and  3:irits  from  di sappointment  at  the 
loss  of  the  cause  he  had  espoused  with  firm  conviction  of  its 
justice,  he  lived  only  a  few  years,  dying  at  the  age  of  51  years, 
four  months  after  the  wife  he  had  loved  so  well.  4sn-  the  many 
charities  of  his  life  was  the  donation  of  the  "  Wi  d  ow  '  s  °H  ome"  to" 
Alexandria,  which  he^had  built  as  a  monu nent  to  his  eldest 
daughter,  Ella  Hooe  ^owle,  who  died  at  the  age  of  22  years.

Jacob  II  was  very  rich  for  those  times.  He  owned  a  farm 
at  Lynn,  Mass.,  where  Philips  Beach  and  Sernnsett  are  now.  He 
was  a  partner  and  connected  with  Robert,  called  "King",  Hooper 
the  ancestor  of  the  Boston  and  Marblehead  Hoopers.  He  owned  a 
house  in  Marblehead. 

Jacob  II  had  a  daughter,  Sara,  who  married  Dr.  John  Lowell 
of  Boston,  Harvard  1753  -  John  Lowell's  sister,  Eliza  married 
Ebeneza  a  brother  of  Governor  John  Hancock.  Another  daughter 
of  Jacob  II,  Susanna,  married  Thomas  Lewis  of  Boston  whose 
descendents  live  in  New  Jersey.  His  son,  Jacob  III,  was  the 
father  of  Rev.  Robert  ‘(owle,  Harvard  College,  1736. 

A  son  of  Jacob  I  was  an  ancestor  of  Governor  Eowle  of 
North  Carolina. 

In  the  old  Hancock  house  in  Beacon  St.,  Boston,  was  a 
picture  of  Dr.  John  (?)

The  original  Royal  grant  to  the  Fowles  was  near  what  is  now 
the  city  of  Woburn,  Mass.,  1630,  see  Sewells  History  of  Woburn, 
he  original  ancestor  lived  at  River  Hall,  ^us3ex  County,  England.

The  three 
roses  on  the  c oa t- of -arms  was  to  commemorate  the  gallant  action 
ofthree  cadets  of  the  house  w^o  preserved  the  life  of  their 
King  in  battle  during  the  'Jar  of  Roses. 

Nhen  William  the  Conqueror  had  the  Doomsday  Book  compiled  on 
the  margin  opposite  the  Devon  family  was  writeen  "An  Ancient 
Saxon  Pami ly . " 


HOLMES 

Holmes  from  Scotland  were  of  rank,  the  1st  American  ancestor 
was^George  Holmes.  The  widow  of  Nathaniel  Holmes  (Rebecca  Goodell 
or  Goodwill)  died  at  Milford  and  gave  all  to  Rebecca  Holmes  Eowle  - 
she  died  at  Lydia  Goodwill's  house.

Here  about  nine  months  later  he  was  c.ut  on  board 
a  3a  rgue  Alengo  and  sent  to  another  port.  One  day  he  was  alone, 
all  the  crew  being  ashore,  and  with  just  himself  and  a  Spanish 
Indian  left  on  board,  he  determined  to  make  a  bold  dash  for  freedom. 
He  proposed  to  the  endian,  who  in  reply  caught  up  a  handspike  and 
attempted  to  dash  out  his  brains.  He  tripped  up  the  Indian  and 
threw  him  over-board  and  then  hoisting  all  sail  made  for  the  sea. 
Passing  the  fort  he  was  fired  on  and  several  shots  went  through 
hi3  sails .  I  he  crew  returning,  manned  their  canoe  and  pursued  and 

came  up  with  him,  but  he  stabbed  the  boat-swain  who  first  tried  to 
board  him  and  they  gave  up  the  c  has  6 .  He  was  also  chased  by  an 
armed  vessel  for  about  eight  hour3  but  darkens3  came  to  his  assis¬ 
tance  and  he  escaped,  having  a  fair  wind.  In  about  two  days  he 
got  safely  into  the  port  of  Curacoa,  where  the  Lt .  Gov.  forgave 
him  the  duties  on  about  19000  lbs  of  locoa  which  was  the  Cargo 
he  had  on  board,  saying  he  richly  deserved  it  for  his  gallantry. 

Here  he  sold  his  vessel  and  cargo,  and  bought  a  ship  in  which 
he  came  to  Stonington  Ot.  from  there  he  returned  to  Marblehead  a 
richer  man  than  when  he  left  it.  He  was  doubtless  afterwards  a 
merchant.
